THE HOTEL HORROR. 


Further Particulars of tho Burning 


• of tho Syracuse HotoK 


The Number of Victims Much 


Smallnr-Than Supposed. 


All the Missing Inmates Have Boeu 


Accounted For. 


Depew Addresses an Opan Session 


of the Engineers. 


Tli« HyrnoDte Horror1. 


:, October 10. Tho magnifi- 


cent Lcland betel, the mo?t modern and 
finest appointed hotel in central New 
York, Is to day nothing but a mass of 
smouldering ruins. 
From 
12 55 this 


morning, when tbe fire wai Dm dlscov 
ered. In tbc region of tbc kitchen on tbo 
second floor. Inside ..of fifteen minutes 
ttie building was In llamca from end to 
end, 
and be)ore thirty minutes bad 


elapsed tbc walls bad fallen wltb tbc ex- 
ception of tbe northeast corner. Tbe 
whole was one ecetbln; furnace, to 
which waa added the horror of the loss 
of many lives. At fir el it was feared tbe 
losa of life -was about thirty, but as tbc 
night wore along, tbo number of missing 
and dead was reduced to seven or eight. 
Wben 
tbe flames began to sweep 


through tba hotel. Night Clerk Jonet 
set the automatic,fire alarm bella ring- 
Ing. Before tbc rudely awakened guests 
could realize 
what was the matter, 


fl«mei and smoke rushed through the 
balls, cutting off the usual means of 
exit. £ach room waa provided with a 
common rope fire escape, and by meant 
of then many tlvciwere tavcd. 


During the fire the hotel viewed from 


the itreet presented a iccnc which will 
never be forgotten. At many windows 
ol the five itories of the burning build- 
ing could be teen men and women plt- 
enu'ly calling for help or making their 
escape by means of tbe rope appliances. 
In a window of tho fifth story a man and 
woman were aeen. apparently struggling 
in eacb other'* arms. Tbe woman evi- 
dently wanted to throw herself out of 
thewindbn. Below them w«* a tea of 
flames, toon 
after they were lost to 


view. 


On the fifth floor, toward tbc Fayette 


tide, four women appeared at a window 
shouting for help. Firemen shouted to 
stay where they were. A book and lad- 
der truck was put into position. Tbc 
evils of overhead wires were again dem- 
onstrated. Wirel io tbe way prevented 
the raising of ladders. Minutes, seemed 
bnura, until one of the-own mounted tne 
round* tod cut Ihe wirct. Among the 
frightened women at tbe window J»a* 
Annie Cummings. one of the sen ants. 
Her companions tried to prtuade her 
from jumping headlong Into the itreet. 
While the ladder men. were at work 
hoisting tbe ladders, willing hands had 
hold of a jumping net. The Cummingl 
woman jumped, with th« evident Inten- 
tion, of l»ndinc, in the net. but misted 
and w»> dashed to death. 


On all (Ides, men and women could be 


acen dropp'ng from the window* »r 
sliding down tbe fire etcapca. On tbe 
root of the boiler house, located on the. 
tide of Ibe building, at one time lay 
seven persona unconscious and In lured. 


CoraTanner. the actresi.wben aroused, 


rushed Into a gentleman's room and cried: 
"Kor God's take, save rac." lie let her 
down by a rope and the escaped with 
only lacerated hands, saving all her 
valuables. Other member* of the com- 
pany also had narrow escapes.
